The distribution of materials in the tarman post office is again far 
behind the proposed quantities for ths third quarter of 1947. For 

a very little reterial there was only a hardly noticeable percent of 
distribution, while no distribution <«f most of the metcrial occurred. 
Tris condition is intolerasis for the Gernat post office, since the 
many new connections order:d by the ‘ccunying power not only 
occasioned crect woar and tear or me rials but also & large number 
ar See wi th Deep Eatin tiustalleti:ns hed to be housed because of 
war danagces if the telephone network was not 1 uffer 2 ;

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No exact statistics can be piver for the telephone industry to 


‘show clearly the dangers of defective distributions. The following 


exanples, however, may be symbolic of how deeply involved, for 
instance, the transport commerce of tle German post office is because 
of snortace of materials:

Thus it happens thet on the averége about alf the vehicles belong- 
ing to the post office are out of commission. The Shortare is 
especially noticeable whenever ay increase in daily distribution in 
city and provincial treffic is requested by the occupation power. 

The ormibus traffic of the German post office has succuribed primarily 
because here too the defective distribution of gasoline and diesel 
oil forms a considerable Pactor. Repeated negotiations and repre- 
sentutions to the competeat service branch have not, unfortunately, 
led to an inproverent of distribution. 


In the past two months, sienificant changes have occurred in the 
communications of Land Saxony-Anhalt: 


&.e At the order of SIA, a police telecraph network vas installed for 
the exclusive use of the police; this is independent of the 
telegraph network of Land Saxony-Anhalt and is not to be connected 
with it. 


b. At the order of SMA, the telegraph network of Land Saxony~Anhalt 
was dissolved and annexed to the presidents’ telerraph network of 
the Soviet Occupation Tone. In-the ccurse of the annexation, 
seven stations of the telegraph network of Land Saxony-Anhalt 
were suspended, 


Ge A special industrial telepraph network is to be installed to. 
connect the firns of the Soviet industry of land Saxony-Anhalt, 


ad. At the order of SMA, a rearrangement of priority calls 
took place on 1 May 194”, wheraby gevernnent urgent and 
pressing state calls vere eliminated, 


The ‘department in all these measures has striven with all its force 

to operute for the food of Land Saxony-Anhalt and has vw rked 
energetically to prevent retrenchments. Thus the telerraph network 

of Land Saxony<Anialt, which constitutes the only Provir:clal. telerraph 
network in Germany since tle capitulation, has been able to remain 
unaltered, ; 


The number of persons entitled to priorities coulda not be simmificantly 
increased even in repeated negotiations. It will remain the aim of 

the departnent in the conings months, however, arain to colpensate for 
the present hardships asainst whieh at the moment it is impossible to 
struggle. 


The expenses of the telegraph network of Land Saxony-Anhalt, by a 
decree of the Minister of Interior, were newly vrepulated in agreement 
with the cabinet from 1 July 1947. Thereby the sovernment assumes 
all material costs, while. communities end counties in which telegraph 
Stations are located lave to make up the personal costs. 


The establishment of a new telegraph center demanded by the removal - 
of tle government service Station in Halle was accomplished in part, 
but in part materials lacking for necessary Installations (which are, 
however, available) must he, procured, as soon as sufficient tools can 
be acquired. ee: , 
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6 The dismantling undertaken by tho post office on the Brockan has unfortunately 
been completely dropped. In previous reports it was related that dismantling 
had been instituted on the orders of the county Komendaturea in Wernigerode, 
until a written permit from Major Novochenko of SMA could be presented to the 
county Komendatura in Wernigerode for carrying out the dismantling. This 
permit was suggested by the German pest office but was not issued, so that 
the dismantling on the Brocken is to be regarded as discontimed. 


° situation in the dismantling of military objectives ordered by SMA is 
e a kbes aiffarent. The German post office has been charged with carrying 
out the order, It ws uyently recomended by Lt. Col. Tertishni to assign the 
dismantling to Kochmaun, formerly head of cable and anplifisr dismantling. The 
Gorman post office, disregarding this, took over the dismantling of the objectives 
under ite om direction. 


It was not begun, however, until the beginning of August. In a 
letter of 30 July 1947, the post office informs the department that 
the construction cannot ‘accomplished, since suitable labor 
supplies had not been put at its disposal by the government. They 
did not consider it necessary to state how many persons and in what 
place would be needed for the construction. At the urgent request 
of the department that this undertaking wrs necessary for fulfillment 
of the demand for support, the undertaking was transferred, with 
numerous delays. 


The work of the coming, two months will therefore be directed 
primarily towards guiding the previously mentioned new organization 
of communications in Land Saxony-/nhalt along lines which inaure the 
amooth running of communications traffic. There ere, however, 

still difficulties to be overcome. 


' Provision will be made furthor that the coming winter causes no 
disturbance in communications traffic, although many difficulties 
are to be overcome therein. The experiences of last winter will be 

- of great value.
